Strawberries in Johnson County 

With 40 acres of commercial berries 
marketed this year, definite plans 
have been made for the development 
of strawberry production in Johnson 
county. At least 100 acres will be 
set next year, farmers signing up 
to turn under cowpeas and rye in 
preparation for setting one to three 
acres each. At least 30 4-H club boys 
also will have a quarter acre or more 
each.

$3.60 a crate, most of the berries 
going to Ashland, Huntington, and 
Charleston.

Louisville Fruit A Vegetable Market 

The importance of Louisville as a 
wholesale fruit and vegetable market 
is emphasized in a bulletin reporting 
on a study made by the agricultural 
experiment station of the university 
of Kentucky. Between 11,000 and 
12,000 carloads are handled on the 
market yearly. Fruits and vegetables 
are shipped into Louisville from every 
important producing area in this 
country as well as from some foreign 
countries. 

The Louisville market serves 
southern Indiana and all of Kentucky 
except the extreme western and east¬ 
ern counties and northeastern coun¬ 
ties. 

The growth of trucking has helped 
the Louisville market, the bulletin 
points out, because of the city's 
location with respect to markets in 
northern and southern states. Located 
on north-south arterial highways and 
midway between important northern 
and southern markets, Louisville is 
a convenient point for the exchange 
of produce. 

Thus the city has become the ter¬ 
minus for fleets of trucks operating 
from the northern producing areas 
and from the southern producing 
areas. It is noted that "this situation 
provides opportunities that probably 
did not hitherto exist for the sale of 
locally grown fruits and vegetables, 
and lays the foundation for a large 
wholesale fruit and vegetable market 
which will not only serve the city of 
Louisville but will supply a much 
larger trade territory than is reached 
at the present time.' 1 

The study was made at the request 
of the Jefferson county Farm Bureau.

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Patrolling Powers Agree 

A BOUT the same time, the diplo- 
mats of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Germany were signing 
an agreement which brought the 
latter two back into the Internation¬ 
al Non-Intervention committee. It 
has to be accepted by both factions 
in the Spanish fight before becoming 
effective. The understanding I ■ 
that the two Spanish powers will be 
requested to extend the safety zones 
in Spanish ports and pledge to do 
their best to prevent incidents. It 
was agreed that each commander 
of the patrolling powers should have 
the right to immediate self defense 
if he were attacked, but that he 
must not begin any retaliation be¬ 
fore the four powers have had an 
opportunity to confer and decide 
what action is best. 

Great satisfaction over the out¬ 
come of the conference was in¬ 
dicated in Rome, with the news¬ 
papers expressing a friendlier at¬ 
titude toward Great Britain than 
they had in weeks. Chief trouble 
was that until both Spanish forces 
agree, the Spanish coast remained 
open to gun-runners.

Washington. — There is more to 
he uneasiness of certain high labor 
officials to government fixing of 
ninimum wages than is being made 
mown. What some of them think 
about it down in their hearts would 
lot arouse any enthusiasm if stated 
n plain English. It would not be 
! ?ood politics, and in politics a man 
,vho has become a labor leader is 
’ apt to know his way around. 

One objection is stated frankly. 
They are afraid that if the govern¬ 
ment fixes a minimum wage it will 
end to become the standard wage. 
\ good deal of publicity has been 
jiven to this. But most of it is just 
:alk. A good many workers suspect 
hat the social security payroll taxes 
, are more menacing to pay ad¬ 
vances than any governmental edict 
hat not less than a certain amount 
j _'an be paid for a definite job in a 
iefinite place. 

Every once in a while there is a 
lint that the fixing of wages is a 
matter which should be left to col- 
ective bargaining. That comes pret- 
:y close to being the heart of the 
real objection. The same danger 
was realized by labor leaders dur- 
ng the NRA regime. Obviously if 
the government should eventually 
control all working conditions, par¬ 
ticularly hours and wages, the im- 
Dortance of union labor leaders 
would shrink considerably. There 
l might even come a time when work- 
I ;rs would doubt the wisdom of hav- 
| ng highly paid union officials with 
j iberal expense accounts. The gov- 
jrnment would be doing the job that 
the unions set out to do and have 
j leen doing. 

I There was a small contingent of 
| the original brain trust which saw 
this very clearly, and welcomed the 
| day when it would mature. They 
wanted all power lodged in the fed¬ 
eral government. This line o f 
j thought never triumphed. The time 
was not ripe for it. 

I Moreover the election was ap- 
J proaching and the administration 
did not know then that it could 
have been re-elected even if all the 
tabor unions had been just as strong¬ 
ly opposed to it as they were in 
j favor of it. 

See Danger There 

But the dangerous germ of 
thought is still there. The admini¬ 
stration intends to march on its ef¬ 
forts to straighten out the waving up 
and down curve of business booms 
and depressions. It intends to con¬ 
trol business more and more, es¬ 
pecially in the matter of plant ex¬ 
pansions. 

With the regulation of wages and 
hours, not a part of the program 
for the present session of congress, 
the regulation of business comes 
closer. Sooner or later may come 
another move. It has not even been 
hinted, so far, but as a matter of 
fact it has lots of advocates, some 
of them inside the New Deal breast¬ 
works. 

For if governmental control is 
to be exercised over business in 
order to avoid hectic booms and 
gloomy depressions—with the idea 
being to keep the curve of prosper¬ 
ity in a straight line, with no ups 
and downs—it will become impor¬ 
tant not to have cessations of work 
due to labor troubles. They are apt 
to play hob not only with produc¬ 
tion—bearing in mind that the goal 
of the New Deal is to have pro¬ 
duction geared down to the capa¬ 
city of the market to consume— 
but with government revenues. 

The millions of taxes paid to the 
federal government out of the an¬ 
nual profits of the steel corporation, 
for example, and out of personal 
incomes derived from dividends 
from that company, might conceiv¬ 
ably disappear entirely for one year 
due to strikes which might turn the 
black ink figures of that company 
into red. 

All of which has labor leaders a 
little perturbed as they see the start 
made on government regulation of 
wages. 

Ohio in Congress 

The Ohio delegation is an interest¬ 
ing example of what is happening 
to the President on the Supreme 
court enlargement bill, and on in¬ 
surgency in general. It is typical of 
most of the delegations from states 
which are normally Republican, and 
at present have heavy Democratic 
majorities in the Capitol Hill con¬ 
tingents. 

Ohio now has 22 Democrats and 
only 2 Republicans in the house, 
although if there is such a thing any 
more as a “normal" majority the 
Buckeye state should have about 
200,000 Republicans. 

A month ago a confidential poll 
was taken of these 22 Ohio Demo¬ 
crats. It showed 13 of them were 
against the President on the Su¬ 
preme court issue, and only 9 with 
him. But just a few days ago the 
22 Democrats were again polled, 
and this time there were 15 against 
the President and only 7 for himl 
This does not mean that the two 
gentlemen who originally favored 
the President and later decided they 
would have to vote against him, 
had changed their own opinions 
about the merits or demerits of the 
bill. It means that they had changed 
their minds about what was the 
safer thing for them to do. 


The point is that most of the Ohio 
Democrats have discovered, to their 
own satisfaction, that a majority of 
the voters in their districts are 
against the court packing bill; but 
that a majopity of the Democrats 
in their district tire for the Presi¬ 
dent. , ' 

Th)js they are between the devil 
and the deep blue sea. U they vote 
against the President, they are like¬ 
ly to be knocked off in the prima¬ 
ries by a New Dealer who charges 
them with having. betrayed the 
cause of liberalism, fought our lead¬ 
er, and generally acted in a traitor¬ 
ous fashion. This, especially as the 
Farley machine is apt to be very 
efficient in the primaries. 

Would Hurt Chances 

But if they vote for the President 
on the court bill, then their chances 
in the general election are very 
poor indeed. Their danger there is 
that the general sentiment in {he 
entire district, among Republicans 
as well as Democrats, would beat 
them. 

If Roosevelt himself were running 
in 1938 the situation would be dif¬ 
ferent. The President, they still be¬ 
lieve firmly, is simply magical as 
a vote getter. People would in 
many instances vote the straight 
ticket, and thus the Democratic can¬ 
didates for congress would be pulled 
through in most of the districts the 
President carried. 

But the President is not running. 
So they are frightened. They want 
to keep their $10,000 jobs. They 
like the perquisites, the feeling of 
importance. Their wives like the 
social life of the capital. They do 
not want to be retired. Most of them, 
as a matter of fact, could not earn 
anything like so much money at 
home. 

So they are doing their best to 
avoid either danger. They do not 
want this measure voted on in the 
house, and just because so many 
of them do not want it voted on, it 
probably will not be. 

They want the bill to stay in the 
senate until after the election next 
year, or until present interest in it 
dies away. 

But if they do have to vote 
against the President, the same 
political logic will lead them to 
vote for a great many more New 
Deal measures than perhaps they 
otherwise would. It would not do 
to put themselves forward as too 
strongly against the President. That 
is not good politics. So the President 
may be triumphant after all! 

To Rejuvenate G. O. P. 

There is a movement on to re¬ 
juvenate the Republican party. So 
far the move is rather shrouded in 
mystery, but a man very prominent 
in the last campaign until he was 
virtually shelved by Chairman John 
D. M. Hamilton was in Washington 
a few days ago explaining to some 
senators he knew what he was try¬ 
ing to do in aiding the movement. 

The main point of the idea, it 
seems, is to organize a large num¬ 
ber of huge Republican clubs, start¬ 
ing in the big cities. When cam¬ 
paign time approaches the idea 
would be for the young Republicans 
in these clubs to work together, in 
the various congressional districts 
and also in the states, for district 
and state at large delegates to the 
Republican National convention. 

Assuming success in this, the 
idea then would be for them to take 
over control of the G. O. P. or¬ 
ganization at that time, and make it 
a live force in the country once 
more. 

There is at least one shrewd idea 
in the plan, however impractical 
it may appear to be. This is that 
the backers are in agreement that 
they must not try to foist any choice 
they may develop as to the candi¬ 
date for the presidency. 

Not Like Old Days 

It’s very different from the good 
old days, when there were bosses 
that were bosses. It is just a little 
bit interesting, since the death of the 
last of them, J. Henry Roraback ol 
Connecticut, a few weeks back, thal 
some of the young Republicans are 
wishing the party had a few leaders 
who had the brains and strategy ol 
the old group headed by Boies Pen¬ 
rose, even if they do think the new 
party ought to be a little more 
liberal. 

There seems to be no personali¬ 
ties particularly in the new move 
ment, which is just as well at this 
stage, but there are quite a few 
gentlemen whose names are anath 
ema. Head and front of this list is 
Herbert C. Hoover. A close runner- 
up, for no other reason apparentl} 
than that his name is considerec I 
bad medicine politically, is Ogdei 
L. Mills of New York, Hoover’i 
Secretary of the Treasury and gen 
erally branded as an arch conserv 
ative. 

It goes without saying that Johi 
D. M. Hamilton does not rate verj 
high with the organizers of thii 
movement. If he did they would no 
be planning so comprehensive i 
campaign to steal the organization 
If they could influence Hamilton ti 
do what they want, the movemen 
would not be necessary. Or, to pu 
it another way, Hamilton would b< 
leading it.

We're in the Money! 

T F YOU don't think things are 
1 picking up. maybe the United 
States Department of Commerce 
can convince you. It has just re¬ 
ported the national income for 1936 
reached a total of $62,056,000,000, 
and officials predicted that the fig¬ 
ure for 1937 would reach $70,000,000,- 
000. The all-time high was $78,632,- 
000,000 in the dizzy boom year of 
1929, and the all-time low $44,940,- 
000,000 in 1933. 

The department’s report said that 
since 1933 the national income has 
risen more swiftly than prices and 
that the real purchasing power of 
individuals was much larger. In¬ 
come, it said, increased 38 per cent 
from 1933 to 1936, while the cost of 
living advanced 8 per cent. The per 
capita income of employees last 
year was listed at $1,244, which was 
$58 more than in the preceding year 
and 88.4 per cent of the figure for 
1929.

The wounded men, non-mem¬ 
bers of the union, claimed a mem¬ 
ber had opened fire upon them with 
a .shotgun from a window in Union 
hall after an exchange of insults. 
Union members charged attempts 
had been made to injure the am¬ 
plifying apparatus which was to 
carry Martin's words to the throng. 

Martin was en route to Monroe, 
Mich., where 200 World war vet¬ 
erans had been deputized to pre¬ 
vent picketing of the Newton steel 
plant, controlled by Republic Steel, 
whose plants have borne the brunt of 
the C. I. O. campaigns in the last 
few weeks. The vigilantes, armed 
with shot-guns, rifles, revolvers and 
machine guns, were determined that 
the local Steel Workers Organizing 
Committee was not going to make 
good its threat to close the Newton 
plant with a mob of thousands of 
C. I. O. picketers from Detroit. 

The Monroe deputies broke up 
a picket line and re-opened the plant 
to loyal employes; after that the 
local C. I. O. union made arrange¬ 
ments to import pickets from out¬ 
side the city. Despite the impending 
trouble a battalion of Michigan na¬ 
tional guardsmen, ordered to the 
scene by Gov. Frank Murphy, dis¬ 
banded, leaving the task of main¬ 
taining the peace to the regular 
police force and deputies. 

At the South Chicago plants of 
Youngstown and Inland 4,000 pick¬ 
ets were massed by C. I. O. leaders 
wlio anticipated that attempts would 
be made by independent unions to 
break through the lines keeping the 
plants closed. At Youngstown, Ohio, 
the city council thought it detected 
storm clouds of new strike violence 
and voted to allow Mayor Lionel 
Evans to hire and equip what addi¬ 
tional emergency police he thought 
would be necessary. Labor unions in 
sympathy with C. I. O. threatened 
to retaliate by declaring a city¬ 
wide "labor holiday" or general 
strike Unions in Canton, Ohio, did 
likewise. 


any court to hold laws unconstitu¬ 
tional, nor withdraw from any judge 
the authority to issue injunctions.

"It is a proposal without prece¬ 
dent and without justification. 

"It would subjugate the courts to 
the will of congress and the Presi¬ 
dent and thereby destroy the inde¬ 
pendence of the judiciary, the only 
certain shield of individual rights. 

"It contains the germ of a system 
of centralized administration of law 
that would enable an executive so 
minded to send his judges into ev¬ 
ery judicial district in the land to 
sit in judgment on controversies be¬ 
tween government and citizens. 

"It points the way to the evasion 
of the Constitution and establishes 
the method whereby the people may 
be deprived of their right to pass 
upon all amendments of the funda¬ 
mental law. 

"It stands now before the coun¬ 
try, acknowledged by its proponents 
as a plan to force judicial interpre¬ 
tation of the Constitution, a pro¬ 
posal that violates every sacred tra¬ 
dition of American democracy. 

"Under the form of the Constitu¬ 
tion it seeks to do that which is un¬ 
constitutional. 

"Its ultimate operation would be 
to make this government one of men 
rather than one of law, and its prac¬ 
tical operation would be to make 
the Constitution what the executive 
or legislative branches of the gov¬ 
ernment choose to say it is—an in¬ 
terpretation to be changed with 
each change of administration. 

“It is a measure which should be 
so emphatically rejected that its 
parallel will never again be pre¬ 
sented to the free representatives of 
the free people of America.” 


The Art of Cussing. 

V/F Y OLD chum Burgess Johnson, 
once an editor but now a col¬ 
lege professor, tells a credulous 
bunch of advertising men that Mark 
Twain was the champion all-time 
all-American cusser—could cuss five 
solid minutes without repeating him¬ 
self. 

Pardon me, Burgess, but Mark 
Twain never did any such thing. 
Once I heard him at his out-cussing- 
est best—denouncing a publisher 
who had offended him. He swore 
for five minutes all right, but over 
and over again he used the same 
few familiar oaths which the Eng¬ 
lish-speaking race always have 
used. He didn’t introduce a new or 
an original one. 

I studied the art of cussing, both 
by note and by ear, under such gift¬ 
ed masters of profanity as southern 
steamboat mates, New York news¬ 
paper men, London cab drivers, 
western mule whackers and north 
woods timber choppers.

Reds Rub Out 8 

pi' IGHT Soviet Russian generals, 
including Marshal Michail Tuk- 
hachevsky, former vice commissar 
of defense, learned the wrath of the 
Kremlin. Condemned for treason, 
they were led before a firing squad 
and killed, by order of the military 
tribunal of the Soviet supreme 
court. The court only the day be¬ 
fore had declared them guilty of 
conspiring with the military intelli¬ 
gence service of an “unfriendly” 
foreign power.

Most of the Russian capital was 
virtually certain that the eight, who 
had been denied appeal, had been 
put to death for an ambitious plot 
to rob the Soviet of its western prov¬ 
inces and turn them over to Ger¬ 
many.

PAINT AND VARNISH 
REMOVERS 

DAINT and varnish removers do 
not actually remove a finish; 
their action is to soften the oils of 
a finish sufficiently to permit it to 
be wiped and scraped off. Liquid 
removers are a combination of sol¬ 
vents, such as wood alcohol, ben¬ 
zine, amyl acetate, and other liq¬ 
uids, usually combined with paraf¬ 
fin to check evaporation. Liquid 
removers act quickly; usually in not 
more than 20 minutes. By that

GRIPPING the club 

'"P HERE are three ways of grip¬ 
ping the golf club; the overlap¬ 
ping, interlocking and the natural, 
two handed grip. In the overlap¬ 
ping grip the little finger of the right 
hand overlaps the forefinger of the 
left. With the interlocking grip the 
little finger of the right hand is in¬ 
terlocked with the forefinger of the 
left. A large number of the good 
golfers today employ one or the 
other of these grips and their value 
lies largely in creating better co¬ 
ordination of movement between 
the two hands. 

Ihe problem is to make the hands 
work as closely together as possi- 
ble, to eliminate any tendency 
toward friction between the two. 
Good golf is a matter of smooth 
stroking and there is trouble enough 
along the swing’s path without 
handicapping the stroke at the start 
There are craftsmen in every field 
who grip the tools differently and 
golf is no exception. Two of the 
greatest golfers of this era, Bobby 
Jones and Gene Sarazen, used dif¬ 
ferent grips, the former overlap¬ 
ping and the latter, interlocking 
Most of the good golfers of the pres¬ 
ent day possess large hands and 
this makes the problem of which of 
these two grips to use comparatively 
simple for both are suitable for big 
hands and long fingers. Among the 
rank and file of players, however, 
there are many with small hands 
and stubby fingers. Women in par¬ 
ticular have a natural handicap in 


time paint and varnish will bq so 
softened that they can be wiped off 
with a rough cloth. For old paint, 
a second application may be neces¬ 
sary, and scraping with a putty 
knife. With liquid removers, there 
is no raising of the grain of wood. 

The vapors of liquid varnish re- 
movers are inflammable, and care 
must be taken to avoid fire. I know 
of one case, and it was not unusual, 
when this was overlooked with dis¬ 
astrous results. Liquid varnish re¬ 
mover was being used to take the 
finish from a table. The work was 
being done in a small room, and as 
it was winter, the windows were 
closed. In the middle of things the 
worker lighted a cigarette; there 
was an instant flash of fire, and 
the house was saved from destruc¬ 
tion only by quick work with an ex¬ 
tinguisher. 

When using a liquid remover, 
there should be good ventilation to 
carry off the vapors, and there 
should be no flames nearby. To 
avoid trouble, a liquid varnish re¬ 
mover should not be used in a cel¬ 
lar when the heater fire is burning, 
nor in a kitchen with a lighted coai 
range; with a gas range the pilot 
light should be put out. With ordi¬ 
nary and common sense precau¬ 
tions, liquid varnish removers can 
be used with complete safety. 

The use of a liquid paint and var¬ 
nish remover should be followed by 
liberal washing with turpentine to 
take up the paraffin. 

Certain alkalis have the effect of 
paint removers; for example, wash-

TO THE expert palmist, the third 
-*■ finger is one of the most inform¬ 
ative of the major elements of the 
hand.
